WHY DID SHE DO IT? 

A Touns: Lady Enda Hor Llfo With 
a Soso cf Stryclinlixe. 

Shortly after noon on Wednesday Miss 
May Newton, a young lady aged about 
17, eoinmilled suicide by takiu;,' strych- 
nine at the residence of W. H. Heeton, a 
gardeni'ii living on Twentieth street, near 
O, whom .she wa.s visitiiii:. .\t noon .Mrs. 
Beelon left I he h,.use In carry dinner to 
lier husband, who w.is at work on tlie 
grounds of H. 1^ (ireen, several block.s 
away, leaviui^ ilie girl alone in the house. 
Half all hour laier neighbors heard 
screams losnf .some uiie in distress and 
cries for water. < hi entering tiiey found 
Aliss Nev.ton uii tlie bed in oiuivulaioii.s. 
She offered iiu e.^plaiiariuii , hut called for 
water. On Mr.s Beetou's rot urn about 1 
ij'clock the sulferer looked up into her face 
and exclaiuied, ''Oh, auiily, a doctor! " 
Mrs. liee.ston li.Tslened to the residence 
of Dr. Holt C. NVilaou nearby, and tind- 
ing him in, brought him to the suti'ering 
girl's bedside Un the doctor inquiring 
of her what the iiialtcr was, she replied: 
"Oh, [ liave taken sirychniiie. " The 
ijucatioii was n^peal L'O ouee or t wice, the 
doctor evidently, at first, doubting the 
young lady ;j .statement. She insisted, 
however, tlial .she h.iii taken strychnine. 
"At what lime did you take it(" asked 
the dipcior. ".A.t just half-i>a3t twelve," 
giisped the now convulsed ^xt). "Cut 
why did )ou take it;" To this she would 
vouchsafe no reply, and the doctor, as.sist- 
ed b}' his father, did all in hi.s power to 
counteract tlie now rapid course of the 
poison through her syateni, but it had so 
thoroughly permeated the body that noth- 
ing availed in saving the girl's life. Slie 
died shortly afterwards in terrible agony. 
On ;i tfiblf near the bed was found a i)iece 
of paper m her liaudwriting Iniaring the 
words: ".May (iu<l bless you, t'h.irlie. 
(!od bless you all." 

Miss Newton is a daughter of Mrs. L. 
JJewtoii who keeps the Sprague hotel. 
She, caino here about six wueks ago to 
visit .^Ir. ami Mrs. IJeeston who have 
known and loved liei since inf:incy. They 
have no cnlldreii, iind the ijirl has always 
been to them as a daughter, affectionate, 
kind and dutiful. During Miss Newton's 
roaidenee at Sprniiiie she was wooed and 
won by Charles Spr.)al, a verv worthy 
young in:iii who is employed as locomotive 
ongiiieor on the Northein Pacific. Her 
mother olijeeteil to the marriage, not on 
account ol the ymiiig man's character, 
but she e(uisidered her daughter too young 
to wed. SoiiH! time ago, Mr. Sproal was 
aijpmnted freight conductor on tne O. R. 
A' .\ . ro.id between tliis city and Hla- 
loeks, and iMiss Newton made the visit 
111 order that she iiii|ilu meet her bolm- 
thod. She was in regular corre8[)ondence 
with her motlier who strongly urged her 
tu return home. Indeed, she evidently 
had been readin^^ hor nioth-jr's last letter 
shortly before she took the poison, as 
the letter lay oj.'ened on the bed. Sev

(liii.rlev IliU (Kn^-..) .\^>,-rtij«r. .luiie :'>u.l 
On Tuestiay night, .Mr. Noah Shakes- 
peare, M. 1'. for Victoria, in the I'arlia- 
niont of the Dominion of Canada, former- 
ly of Uriorloy Hill, delivered a lecture in 
the Bank-street Wesleyan Ciinpoi, on 
"The Extent and Resources of Canada, 
especially of Manitoba and British Col- 
umbia." Originally it was intended that 
the lecture should be given in the school 
room, but the nuiiibor of tickets disposed 
of rendered it desirable to liave the lec- 
ture in th« chapel. JMr. E. E. Cooper 
presided, and there was a good att.oai- 
ancu, tlio body of the chapel being well 
hlled. The lecture was quite a success, 
and the proceeds are to be devoted to the 
school improvement fund. In the lirst 
portion of his remarks the lecturor spoke 
more particularly with regard to the prov- 
ince of Ontario, its farm and lands, its ad- 
vantages for persons with means, and 
pointed out that Canada enjoyed the ut 
most religious liberty, and that the poor- 
er classes of the population were rapidly 
improving in the matter of education by 
the free school system The [lortiuns of 
Canada which wore attracting the atten- 
tion of the world were the provinces of 
Manitoba and British Columbia. In re- 
gard to Manitoba he quoted from a speech 
of Lord DuUerin's delivered in Winnipeg 
in 187'.', when that province was be- 
ginning to bo .settled, to the ellcct that: 
"Manitoba iiuiy he regarded as the key- 
stone of that mighty arch ui the s'ster 
provinces which spans the coiititient >roin 
the Atlantic to the Pacific; and, tunlier, 
that Canada, the owner of half a conti- 
nent, in tho magnitude of hor possessions, 
in tho wealth of her resources, m the sin- 
ews of hor material might, is peer uf any 
power on earth, " The climate of this 
province, and the pre-emptions in the 
comparatively small capital necessary tu 
begin farming with, were spoken of, and 
tho testimony of the settlers was (|uoted 
on this latter point. That of .Mr. .-Mox- 
j ander .-Kdams, of Clear .Springs, was, 
I ".-Vny man with three hyndred dollars, 
willing to work, can soon be independent 
j here." Outside tho province of Alaniloba 
extended the vast North West Territory 
of Canada, with its takes and rivers. In 
this territory there was room for a popula- 
tion of 70,000,000. It was the country for 
the induttrious working man; also for the 
i man of means. It was here that he had 
the opportunity of becoming wealthy in a 
comparatively .-liort time. The province 
! of British Cidumbia formeil the western 
i face of the Uomilii(Ui of Canada. Ii had 
I a coast line of oOO miles on the I'acilic 
I (Jceiui, with iniiuuierable bays, harbors 
I and inlets, and an area of o.^O,UU^) sipiaro 
I miles. If it were described from the char- 
\ acterislics of tho climate and great mineral 
: w ealth it might bo said to be the (!ieat 
Britain and California of the Dominion. 
' The province was divided into two p:irts 
j - - the island of Vancouver and the niain- 
land. The island w:is looked upon as a 
second paradise. The coal fields of l.rii- 
I ish Columbia were probably more valuable 
than its gold mines. Bituminous coal was 
' found in Vancouver Island in several 
; places, and anthracite coal of excellent 
i)u;dity un L,)iieon Cli.irlotte Island. This 
was said to he bupurior to the Pennsyl- 
vania anthracite, and although coal wa.i 
found in California, that which was fouiid 
i 111 British Columbia ooininaiuled i'3 -Is. 

per ton in San Franci.sco. The fisheries 
j I'f the province were as yet ilinost un 
' touched industrially, except the aalnmn 
' tishery which had rapidly become an nu- 
poitant industry. I'rulVssor L>awsoii,"f 
the Dominion Geological Survey, roiiui tcu 
I that the forests of British Cidumbia were 
of vast importance. Iron had been found 
in many localities, both in the interior 
I and on the coast of the mainland and in 
' Vancouver Island, but little attention ha<l 
Ijeen i)aid t.i tlie deposits, under the iin 
I prossion tliat the high price of labor and 
the adverse American tariff would prevent 
their remunerative working. The class 
of men required in British Columliia ai 
the present linie were the large and small 
capitalist, and those not afraid uf work, 
and there was al.so a great demand for di'- 
niestic servants, \ hearty vote of thanks 
was accorded to the lecturer. In (he 
course of some remarks tho Rev. T. Bish 
op said that Rrierley-Hill did not go ahead 
as it ought to, and suggested that the 
Local Board should erect swinitniiig bat lis. 
At the close of the proceedings a dopnta 
tion from Stourbridge waited on Mr. 
.Shakespeare and obtained from him a 
pnuiiise to deliver the lecture there. 

Conimeiitiiig on the lecture tlie liriiu-lv 
Hill .■]./(•.',■/,,.<•)■ says:- 

"Mr. Noah Shakespeare. M. W for 
V'ictoiia, ill the Doiiiinion of Canada, de- 
livered a lecture un Canada, in the Bank- 
street Chapel, Brierley Hill, on Tuesday 
night, dealing principally with the prov- 
inces of Mailltuba and British Cohmihia. 
His remarks showed the vast extent and 
resources uf the country, and the great 
development of which it is capable 
While, however, tho coal fields of British 
Columbia are probably mure valuable than 
its gold fields its iron deposits seem to 
remain untouched, the iinpressiou being 
that the high jirice of labor and tho ad 
verso .American tariff would at [iresent 
prevent its remunerative working. Here 
are two countries which nature intended 
should carry on a free trade, and yet hu- 
man agency .itetis in, and by raising arti- 
ficial and absurd barriers, cripples the 
development of industries. But the time 
may not be far distant when the war of 
tarifl's shall cease. Kven now there are 
signs of it. Mr. John Bright, who apeaks 
as one having authority on this (|ucsti(>n, 
looks forward to the time when tho pro- 
tect ive tariff of .-Vnierica shall be at liMSt 
moditied into a revenue tarifl', by which 
the people of thai vast Continent will be 
en.ibled to excliauge the products of their 
labor more freely than they are under 
the present hurtful system of protection.

which is completely hiilden by a dense 
growth of shrubbery. His head was en- 
tirely above water, his body in it. Miss 
Koper was accompaiiiiid by another pupil,

touch the buy, but Miss Roper bravely 
lifted the lifeless form of tlio lad from out 
the water, anel r.creaining for lielp, was 
tlrst met by the boy's father (!'. Mat 
thewa), w ho relieved tile young Lilly of the 
driiiiiing corpse. The boy was carried iii- 
i.i .Air. Claiiperton's house. Tlio even- 
ing being warm he waa transferred to tin; 
ver.mdah lloor, when Mrs. A, E. llowse 
quickly divested liim of his clothing, and 
cited all [loasiblo moans to restore ani- 
mation, until Mr. 1 lowse and the other 
neighbors arrived, ICverytliing was done 
that could be done by strong arms and 
willing hearts to rekindle the llame of 
hfe.

Th.0 Dairy* 

A quart of good milk should weigh 
about 2.1.'> pounds, or nearly 2 pounds SA 
ounces. If milk is weighed, this will give 
the monthly yield in quarts more exactly 
than iiieaauring. 

The milk from heifers is apt to be less 
in amount, though quiteaa rich in cream, 
as it will bo on the same food when the 
animal is older. Some growth continues 
up to four, and occasionally five, years of 
ago, and this growth utilizes the nutri- 
ment that would otherwise go to milk. 

.Any cause that interferes with the con- 
dition of tho cow after calving may pro- 
duce milk fever. Exposure, too much 
CAcrciac, nervous excitement, i» softicioiit 
tu bring on an attack, and a recovery is 
rare. It is the "ounce of provontioii" in 
this case, as in so many others, that is 
worth the pound of cuiv. Keep tho ani- 
mal quiet for a week before and after 
calving and nurse her well. 

The method practised, to some extent, 
in some uf the eastern States, of storing 
winter provisions for cattle — especially 
for milch cows — in silos, and preserving 
It in a state of groeiiiiess and juiciness, 
which ia called ensilage, and abimt which 
much haa been written I'ln and coa, has 
not yet obtained among western fanners. 
Wo do not make claim to much infonua 
tion on the aubjeet of ensilage, but are 
inclined to llie opiiiieii from reading .stock 
and agricultural journals that some, at 
least of those who have incurred con.Hid- 
orable e.xpciiao in constructing silos would 
be glad to have their money back; and 
many, after a trial from one to three 
yours, are convinced ensilage is not what 
it has been "cracked up to be." — />im/i/

Tlie sacrifice of your calves in d.airies is 
a aliortsiglitod hiislness. It ia supjiosed 
that it p;iya bettor to buy cows than to 
rear them. A very little consideration 
must show that this idea ia b mistake, and 
moreover a very unprofitable one. Nu 
one who has roared a goorl cow will sell 
her. .Shu is ko[)t wdiile the poor ones are 
sold, and the dairyman who buys cows 
guts the cuUiiigs of the herds. But there 
18 never a loss hut some one gains liy it, 
and 30 one may very profitably pick up 
the best of the heifer calves that are to be 
bought, and rear tlieui more cheaply than 
cows can be jiurchased. Aa long as there 
are dairyiiien who cannot sec their own 
interest any better than buying cows at 
SOO or SCO each, there will bo peraona who 
can make agood business of rearing calves 
Lo cows and filling this demand. And it 
is quite safe to siiy that they will make 
mori) iiioiiey tli.iii the purchasers will, 
simply because a calf can be reared to 2A 
years old for less money than a cow 
costs. 

There ia some misunderstanding in rc- 
g:ird to the use of oil cake meal. It is 
generally supposed this feeding substance 
is valiiiible only for the fat contained in 
it This view does not seem to bo sua- 
t lined by the facta. .As in other manu- 
factures, there are "now processes" in the 
making of vogotuble oils. Tho residue of 
the oil is now extracted from linseed cakn 
after tho first pressiDgi by means of vola- 
tile ethereal aolvoiits, such as ben;!iiio, 
which dissolve every particle of 'the oil, 
and leave the me;d so fro3 from oil that it 
will not even ataiu paper under hoato(i 
prossuro. Such meal is coiiaidorod of lit- 
tle value. But this ia a mistake. It ia 
of mure value in the dairy than the old 
prccess meal, because it contains more 
pruloin substunces, as albumen, mucilage, 
etc.. all of wdiich not only furnish tiesh- 
foriiiiiig iiiattor, but wliich ;dao go tu 
make fat. Such meal is of more value in 
the dairy to mix with starchy food, aa 
corn nioal, bocaiiae it adds the ueuded 
protoiii, and is devoid of tho oil, which 
has always given a had flavor and texture 
to the butlor. — A''i;if )LOik Dainj.
